CHURCH STREET 
PARKING BAN 
VOTED BY 
SELECTMEN 


The Selectmen, Monday night, 
on a motion by LC. Hayward 
Bliss, voted to ban parking on 
Church Street, from below the 
Wilmington Hardware Store to 
Adelaide Street, on the south 
side. The motion by Bliss was 
made after a long discussion 
had been held on parking pro- 
blems of Wilmington Square, 
Also voted was a temporary ban 
on all day parking along Main 
Street, after Chief. of Police, 
Paul Lynch and Sgt. John Im- 
bimbo had explained some of 
the intracicies of parking re- 
gulations along state highways 
The No Parking ban will be 
extended along Burlington Ave- 
nue. Imbimbo told the Select- 
men that the problems there 
are becoming acute. 

60 Minute parking, only, will 
be allowed along Main Street, 
as a temporary measure. Chief 
Lynch told the Selectmen that 
he hoped to confer later this 
week with the police of the 
B& MRR, and State Department 
of Public Works, 

The vote was taken after a 
long meeting, in which Select- 
man DeFelice exhibited indig- 
nation over the problem. He 
related seeing students, with 
armfuls of books, return late 
in the evening to cars that 
had 'een narked all day in 
Wilmington Square. Bliss sug- 
gested using psychology, which 
led to the 60 minute parking 
idea. 

Robert Michelson, owner of 
the Shoecraft Shop, told the 
Selectmen during the Monday 
evening meeting that he dir- 
ectly accounts what he called 
‘loss of business’ to the all- 
day parkers, in Wilmington 
Square. Michelson told the 
Selectmen that five cars were 
parked in front of his shop, 
Monday morning, between the 
hours of 7 and 9 a.m., and 
that none of them had left be- 
fore 5 p.m. He wanted action 
by the board, if it were at 
all possible, and such action, 
he stated shouldnt come just 
by ‘seeing the railroad. 
Michelsm@ related an instance 
when an out-of-town man had 
had his car towed to Cain's 
garage, and that he, Michelson 
had to bear the brunt of the 
man’s indignation. The man 
had dashed into town, parked 
his car facing in the wrong 
direction, in front of Michel- 
son's store, and then dashed 
for the train. He thought,

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SuSE EERE 
OFF STREET PARKING 


The Selectmen are seriously thinking of the 
off-street parking. The Planning Board has in- 
vited Proffessor William Goodman, (he who as- 
sisted in the preparation of the new Zoning 
Law) for an interview, possibly leading to his 
employment as a consultant, on the same sub- 
ject. 

The problem of off street parking. in Wilming- 
ton isn't new, but it is growing. !t is a symp- 
ton of our motor age. 

One of the basic complaints by a lot of people 
is that out-of-town people drive to Wilmington 
and park their cars all day long, using the B&M 
RR for transportation between here and Boston. 
We don't begrudge the B&M the extra business, 
if there is any, for the more patrons that use 
the Wilmington depot the more the B&M will give 
Wilmington good service. 

It should also be noted that more than one car 
is parked all day long which belongs to local 
people. We can name a few, if we want to. 


isn't easy to solve. 

We can have off-street parking, with the town 
footing the bill, or we can have it with the 
motorist footing the bill. If the town pays, it 
means more taxes. If the motorist pays, as far 
‘as the town goes, then all is well and good. 

But, before we can have the motorist pay we 
must comply with state laws, and there comes 
the rub. 

Route 38 is a State Highway. We cannot do any- 
thing about parking on that route, without 
state (DPW) permission. For a long time the 
Selectmen have been trying to get the DPW to 
widen Main Street, to fix sidewalks, ete., ete. 
If we accept things as they are, and petition 
for parking regulations (meters) are we cutting 
our own throats with regard to the eventual 


widening of the street? 
Another thing. We cannot install parking met- 


ers in town-run off-street parking lots, unless 
adjacent streets are also metered. Think of the 
places where you might find space for off- 
street parking, then think of the streets ad- 
jacent, and you might hegin to see the troubles 
that are looming. 

Near the old fire station fcr instance, is a 
swamp. If that were filled perhaps, it could be 
used, but it would mean putting parking meters 
along Church Street. Perhaps, in the case of 
the merchants, that would be alright, and per- 
haps it wouldn't. 

Up in North Wilmington, Selectman Black has

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proposed that another swamp be filled, and used 
for parking space. The owner is apparently 
willing. But, again, before parking meters can 
be installed it means parking meters along the 
road, and there isn't much chance for a decent 
parking meter program there. 

At Silver Lake, too, we have the same problem. 
The land in back of the hardware store, there, 
might be used, but just look at the problem if 
we put parking meters along the streets there! 
Some of the merchants have solved the problem, 
at least partly, in their own areas. Altman's 
has a fine yard. So does Weinberg. The Church 
Street Hardware has at least partly solved 
their problem Steven's Market, which really 
has a problem, bids fair to solve it this sum- 
mer. 

But these merchants are in unique positions, 
in that they have land available. 


THE POLIO PROGRAM 


Board of Health officials haven't said any- 
thing about it, but the polio vaccine that is 
supposed to come to Wilmington is apparently 
quite slow in coming. Boston has finished their 
first course, for all pre-school youngsters, 
and we haven't even started. 

They are, however, at least slightly worried 
about it. They feel that if Wilmington doesn't 
get enough vaccine in time, for the first set 
of inoculations it might be too warm quickly, 
and our children will not get the benefit of a 
second "shot'. 

The first inoculation gives protection to a- 
bout 60% or better, of the children who receive 
it. The second extends the protection to close 
to 90 percent. 

Meanwhile the Board of yealth is practically 
all ready to swing into high gear, when the 
vaccine does arrive. They have prepared an 


elaborate set of cross—indexed eards, so as to 


make sure that every child is treated. All we 
have to do is to hurry up and wait, to use: an 
old Army phrase. 

A LITTLE HELP CAN PAY BIG DIVIDENDS 
During the past snow storms we have had the 


pleasure of supplying some of our little feath- 
ered friends with much needed food. Especially 
during last Sunday's northeaster when many of 
the migratory songbirds were entirely dependent 
on human aid to feed their travel ravaged bod- 
ies. Nuthateches, song sparrows, starlings and 
red-winged blackbirds were noted, hungarily 
picking up the bits of grain and ground-up 
erackers and cereal which we sprinkled on the 
snow. Robins, it should be noted will not come 
to a feeding station, as they are strictly ear- 
nivorous in their feeding habits, eating only 
earthworms and an occasional insect. 

These birds, some of natures more pleasurable 
ereatures gave many families in Wilmington sev- 
eral hours of interesting and entertaining ob- 
servation on an otherwise depressing Sunday 
afternoon. As the dainty nuthatches and song 
sparrows bobbed comically back and forth busily 
seeking the choicest tid-bits, it seemed hard 
to believe that these same birds had just a few 
short days ago probably been feeding in the 
Everglades of the South or in the trees on’ the 
lawn of some palatial winter residence in Flor- 
ida. Or that these tiny bodies were capable of 
the power and stamina needed during their near 
impossible migration. 


THE JAPANESE BEETLE 


Wilmington has not yet had a severe infesta- 
tion of the Japanese Beetle, for which we can 
be thamkful. We have, during the past few years 
had a few of these insects, and the number bids 
to increase, as it has dame in other communi- 
ties. 

Once upon a time the Gypsy Moth, and the Tent 
Caterpillar threatened to increase, but means

Garden Peas 

snowfall, this spring, has 
played hob with the back yard 
gardeners who like to get 
their peas in early. many gar- 
deners have them in by March 
15th., and we have known some 
who planted them in November. 
This year they will do good to 
get them in by April 15th. 

The New England tradition, of 
course, is to have peas and 
salmon for the Fourth of July 
dinner, peas from your own 
garden, and salmon that you 
have taught yourself. It is 
more of a tradition than a 
fact today, for there aren't 
many salmon caught in New Ene- 
land, these days, and thos 
only down in the State of 
Maine. 

Around Boston it is a feat to 
have your garden peas: by Bunk- 
er Hill Day, although there 
are generally some back yard 
gardeners in Wilmington who 
have peas by June 12th. 

The tradition of planting 
your peas early really pays 
off, according to the agricul- 
turists of the new york State 
Experimental Station. They re- 
cently demonstrated that early 
beas give 200 pounds more to 
the acre than peas which are 
planted later.
